McCulloch (Republican) version. 
While both bills are objectionable 
and repugnant to the Constitution 
of the United States, there is aiso 
no question but that the Republi- 
can version is loss objectionable 
and repugnant. 

The Committee or Administra- 
tion bill ig so worded as to make 
the bill applicable only to the 
Southern States and require any 
state of subdivision of government 
to apply to the Federal District 
Court of the District of Columbia 
for relief.. The Republican version 
on the other hand would make the 
drastic provisions of the bill appli- 
cable to all the states and. provide 
that the aggrieved states could 
apply for relief in the ordinary 
way to the local Federal District 
Court of their own state. The Re- 
publicans are expected to solidly 
support the Ford-McCulloch ver- 
sion while the northern Democrats 
will undoubtedly support the Com- 
mittee or Administration version. 
There is no question about the 
passage of a voting rights bill. The 
only organized opposition is in the 
South.

COST; OF 
LIVING UP 
DURING MAY 


WASHINGTON — Living costs 
advanced three-tenths of one per 
cent in May for the second straight 
month, the Labor Department re- 
ported. 

The rise lifted its index of con- 
sumer prices to 109.6, a new high. 
This was 1.7 per cent higher than 
a year ago. 

The index reading means that 
consumer goods which could be 
bought for $10 in the 1957-59 
period now cost $10.96. 

The consecutive monthly in- 
creases of three-tenths of one per 
cent in April and May were the 
first such occurrnce since mid- 
1963. 

And, officials said, preliminary 
indications are that the index rose 
further in June. The June figures 
will not be compiled for several 
weeks, 

An official of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics said about half the 
May increase could be traced to 
higher prices for food. 

Meat and fresh vegetables re- 
gistered particularly sharp price 
rises. Unfavorable weather was a 
major factor in the higher cost of 
fresh vegetables. Rising demand 
and short supplies boosted prices 
of beef, veal, pork, and lamb.

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BARBECUE THE SAFE WAY 


If you plan to stay at home 
for a back yard cookout or barbe- 
cue, remember you are dealing 
with an open fire that must be 
treated carefully. 

If you are using å portable grill, 
be sure it is sturdy and difficult 
to tip over accidently. Set your 
grill up far enough away from 
anything that might catch fire 
from a flying spark. Keep children 
away from the grill. 

You will need a long-handled 
spatula, tongs and a pot holder for 
handling food and utensils. 

The National Safety Council says 
the safest fire starter is wood 
shavings scattered around the 
charcoal and lighted with a long 
wick, such as a common drinking 
straw or rolled piece of newspaper. 

If you use one of the special 
liquid, chemical and solid-pellet 
starters available, follow label 
directions. Never add liquid starter 
after a fire hasi begun. Don’t sub- 
stitute other flammable liquids 
such as gasoline or alcohol as a 
fire starter. 

Check an electrical fire igniter 
for UL (Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories) label. Disconnect or turn 
off the igniter as soon as you Te- 
move it from the fire. Place it to 
cool away from children, pets or 
anything it might set fire to. 

If it starts raining during the 
cooking time, don’t think you can 
safely move your lighted grill to 
a porch, garage, or other enclosed 
area. The only safe way to move to 
such an area is to be sure it is 
well ventilated or hes 2 vent that 
carries the charcoal’s poisonous 
fumes and smoke directly outside. 

If you place coals: in a bucket of 
water or put out the fire and 
plan to use the coals again, spread
